NE W USE FOR UNDERSEA BOATS— 
In the World War the submarine was known chiefly as a 
commerce destroyer. 
An article recently written by an American 
naval officer, however, discussing the U. S. fleet’s maneuvers in the 
Pacific during the past few weeks, points out that the submarine has 
another function in which it is actually far more useful and much less 
barbarous— the function of acting as eyes for the fleet. 
During these maneuvers, the “defending” fleet, seeking in­ 
formation about its rival’s movements, stationed several submarines 
off the Hawaiian Islands for observation purposes. The submarines 
{ lied the bill admirably. 
The were able to lurk unseen, as no surface 
ship could hope to, and with their radios they kept the main force ful­ 
ly informed. 
As the naval officer remarked, “No type ol ship except 
the subrmaine could possibly have performed this work.” 
It is good to realize that the submarine can do valuable work 
ithout having to engage in a form of warfare which means terror

and death to noncombatants. 


FEDERAL EXCISE TAX ON AUTOMOBILES— 
The proposed Federal motor vehicle excise tax passed by the 
house Tuesday should not be accepted with closed eyes. 
On first 
glance it seems an easy and fair means of raising revenue— but on 


consideration, its vices far outweigh its virtues. 
One worker in every ten in the country— 4 ,3 0 0 ,0 0 0 in all— is 
dependent on the automobile industry for livelihood, and business 
leaders 
generally looks to the industry as one of the leaders in the wor 
recovery. 
Automotive plants are located in 41 states 
and all states 
contribute material used in automobile construc tion. 
I bus, any move 
that would retard the sale of motor cars would tend to increase un­ 


employment and slow down business recovery. 
There are at present, 2 6 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 motor vehicles in use in this 


country, one-fifth of which are owned by farmers. 
Iwo-thirds of the 
buyers of cars have incomes below $ 3 ,0 0 0 a year, and 03 per cent, 
of cars sell for less than $ 7 3 0 wholesale. 
Consequently, the auto­ 
mobile tax would mainly affect the person of small means.

What we need now is business stimulation— and anything that.

No Spring Spearing 
It does not come as a surprise to 
those who have observed the fast dis­ 
appearing fish life in our lakes and 
streams that spring spearing has been 
stpoped in this state. 
Minnesota is 
learning through the sad experience 
of others that it is necessary to pro­ 
tect spawning fish to assure a reason­ 
able amount of angling. 
This is a protective measure pure 
and simple and the application of good 
common sense. Ueople who have ad­ 
vocated such a measure in the past 
were ridiculed and laughed at for their 
efforts to have fish protected during 
the reproductive period as other wild 
life is protected. They were met with 
jeers, sneers, Neglect, indifference and 
utter selfishness on the part of those 
who insisted that to ban spring spear­ 
ing was to take away a so-called sport. 
However, the wise are now realizing 
the seriousness of the situation and 
public sentiment is growing in favor 
of such protection. 
Fish obey the demands of Nature 
for reproduction and it has been a 
puzzle to many people why man has 
taken advantage of this impulse to 
prey upon the fish. It is as reasonable 
to shoot a setting partridge or pheas­ 
ant from off her nest or to kill a doe 
suckling a fawn as it is to kill a fe­ 
male fish dropping her eggs. Invari­ 
ably it is the female 
fish 
that 
is 
speared for she is usually larger than 
the male. ’ 
/ 
Every spawn filled fish taken at this 
time is a Wasteful destruction of fish 
life. Brood stock cannot be continually 
destroyed without paying the penalty 
sooner or later. It is for (his reason 
(hat spearing fish during the spawn­ 
ing season has been stopped. It is in­ 
deed a common sense mcasuac for the 
protection of fish life, and one that 
even the most bitter opponent will be 
thankful for sooner or later.
